The Courier-Journal of Thursday 
contained the following dispatch 
from Paducah: 

"Members of the Dark Tobacco 
Growers' Association and independ- 
ent tobacco growers have effected a 
compromise, and all is peace and 
harmony in Lyon and Caldwell 
counties. Every resident in these 
counties may now go to bed with no 
fear of molestation from "night 
riders.' 

Final adjustment was effected yes- 
terday at Kuttawa. The Dark To- 
bacco Growers' delegates agreed to 
see that no more lawlessness is per- 
petrated, that independent dealers go 
unmolested, and further, that the 
writing of anonymous letters threat- 
ening destruction of property if the 
receiver does not join the Dark To- 
bacco Growers' forces, shall cease. 
Independent and Association men 
settled upon this same basis in Cald- 
well county some two weeks ago, 
but Lyon county seemed to be the 
hotbed of the trouble, and af ter sev- 
eral futile attempts a conference 
was held between representatives of 
both factions. 

'We simply informed the Dark 
Tobacco Growers that if any further 
lawlessness developed, we would re- 
sort to the same methods, and for 
every Independent barn burned, we 
would burn ten Association barns " 
A well-known Kuttawa tobacco man 
stated this had the desired effect, 
"They realized we could play the 
name as well as they, and an 
agreement was easily reached." 

This sort of an understanding be 
tween the two sides was advised by 
the Kentuckian two months ago and 
if a basis of harmony has been 
reached, the good citizens on both 
sides are to be congratulated. While 
there has been no formal agree- 
ment in this county, there has 
been a general understanding that 
unlawful methods would not be re- 
sorted to. A general policy of 
reprisal in barn-burning and bed- 
scraping, which is 9ure to come if 
such lawlessness becomes prevalent, 
ould be ruinous to prosperity and 
work untold harm to the Associa- 
tion, which alone has to look to pub- 
lic approval for its moral support 
and continued usefulness. If this 
kind of an agreement can be reached 
in a few other counties infested 
with a lawless element, and both 
sides will in good faith see that it is 
carried out, the Association will be 
greatly strengthened and its con- 
tinued success will be assured. 

It is not certain that the Associa- 
tion is responsible for the outrages 
in some counties, but as the night 
riders claim to be operating in the 
interest of tne Association, there are j 
but two things to be done. One is to I 
control the night riders and the oth- 
er is to repudiate and denounce them 
as without authority to commit 
crimes in the name of a lawful body, 
made up of God-fearing men and 
good Hliaani. 

Let us all hope that the "Kutta- 
wa agreement" may bring peace 
peace without bloodshed. With all 
the over-heated talk on both sides, ! 
not one drop of blood has yet been 
shed and Got! grant that this may be j 
said when the tobacco trouble, is all ! 

ho Association is doing a 
great work; ft* proving itself a 
bid sins to the people. To use the 
statistics of Hon. Joel B Fort in a 
r. cent address, it has saved to the 
tobacco growers $4,500,000 on two 
crops alone, then why not let it go 
ahead and complete its triumph 
as a band of brothers, persuading 
rather than driving those slow to 
see the advarUi/os of a permanent, 
and above all a peaceful organiza- 
tion?

When a man is overtaken in a 
fault we should not jump on him 
with both feet and crush the life out 
of him. There are some in th 
church who are as guilty as the sin 
ner outside, only the latter hav 
been caught in the act. There is 
great difference in being overtaken 
by sin and overtaken i*i sin. Some 
in the church are so mixed up in sin 
that the devil has got you fast, 
Every backslider here tonight knows 
this.

We are not only to 
reform but restore them. Some

young Inhabitants have about them 
the manners of the old feudal times, 
when all the surrounding country paid 
fealty to one lord. In the great park 
of Blenheim that was once a royal 
domain had been located the ancient 
psidence of the kings of England. In 
the old castle, whose site is still 
marked by two sycamore trees, King 
Alfred the Great lived and reigned, 
and later In English history the poet 
Chaucer lived just where the chief 
entrance to the grounds now stands. 

It was a master of landscape gar- 
dening who laid out the grounds, 
"Capability'' Drown. And in the do- 
ing of it he never forgot the military 
origin of Blenheim of what he con- 
sidered due to the fame of its pos- 
sessor. The giant oaks and cedars 
of the park were laid out In the 
order in which the troops were ranged 
at the battle of Rlenheim: a column 
134 feet high rises lu the park, bear- 
ing as its crown a colossal figure of 
the first duke of Marlborough There 
Is a mighty bridge over the rivulet 
Glyme, fashioned after one that the 
conqueror had met in his continental 
travels, aiid flowing under it the 
Glyme then widens out into a beauti- 
ful artificial lake 

To roam through the park at Blen- 
heim is to be in a fairyland. Statues, 
fountains, sylvan glades and wide, 
rolling stretches of stately park lands 
make it the Versailles of England. A 
fountain copied after that in the 
Piazza Navona. adorned by statues 
of the river gods by Berblni. which 
were presentetd to John Churchill by 
the Spanish ambassador, is one of tbe 
attractions most frequently pointed 
out to visitors. And for extent and 
beauty the gardens of Blenheim are 
unsurpassed the world over. The fa- 
mous rose garden, a feature of the 
place that the reign of Consueio did 
much to improve, shows 1,500 differ- 
ent kinds of roses, and. true to her 
American blood and training, there 
is an American garden at Blenholm. 
where thrive a variety of plants and 
flowers peculiar to the native land of 
tbe duchess 

Half a score of architects have had 
to (lo with the building of the Blen- 
heim palace that stands to-day, but 
they have uade a pile that is harmo 
tious, if somewhat heavy. The gen- 
real plan of the house consists of an 
blong grand central edifice, throwing 
orward two projecting quadrangular 
vlngs. which, connected by colon- 
nades with the main building, form 
t hree sides of a great court. This 
central building is 348 feet In length, 
and. together with the two wings, the 
castle has a frontage on the court of 
850 feet. From its extent and varied 
outline and skillful combination of 
towers, colonnades and porticoes the 
exterior of the palace derives an Im- 
posing appearance, an appearance 
borne out by the interior. 

A great central hall greets the vis- 
itor, a hall whose ceiling rises to a 
height of 75 feet, and la superbly dec 
orated with an allegoric^ painting by 
Ttiornhlll. representing Victory crown- 
ing the fir»t duke of Marlbor oagg. 
Immediately at the rear of the hall, 
unci connertcd with It. is the grand 
p;i'nn. covered by masterpieces of 
Ijagogrre, forinlug the panels and rep 
resenting Inhabitants of Ihe different 
nations of the world
